FOOD FOR WARRIORS. 


Among the delicacics which await soldiors who engage 
in the next war is frozen meat. The French Ministry of 
War has been engaged for more than a year in making 


7 alan in the preservation of meat. 
he experiments have resulted in the discovery that 


frozen meat can be kept for eight ponds walnut uny 
change in its a ance or powers of nourishment. The 
meat can be eecad also cn tie railways for four days 
without detriment, even in the hottest summer weather. 
In all probability, however, the frozen food will not be 
used in the field to any great extent, as the difficulties of 
transporting it to widely separated armivs would be 
almost insurmountable. . 

But the French Government intends to provide its 
forta with large quantitics of it. Great freezing cham- 
bers aro to be placed as soon as possible within the forts 
of Paris and other important places of defence. These 
chambera will be kept filled in days of peace, so that in 
case of a sudden declaration of war the garrison will be 
provided with food. — 

In the French Budget of 1393-94 an appropriation of 
48,000,000 francs will be asked for, with the intentivu uf 
carcying out the plans of the Ministry of War. Other 
European couatries will adopt the same plans iu all 
probability, so that lack of garrison food will got cause 
euch terrible sufferings in future wars as it has done in 
those past.

Extend the Range of Human Knowledge? 


The microscope, undoubtedly ; for, though the telescope 
enormously increases our knowledge of stars and planets, 
the microscope has disclosed to us a much greater varioty 
of facts, many of which have a much more material boar- 
nog upon the welfare of mankind. In the mineral king- 
dom, the microscope hua of late years thrown a flood of 
hight upon the structure of the earth’s crust, the causes of 
xock-metamorphism, and the peculiarities of extinct 
plants and animals The study of living beings was 
eomparatively barren till the microscope was brought to 
hear upon their minute structure. Then, by one great 
lash of knowledge, the law of unity in diversity was 
revealed, and we saw that the entire organic worl 
from the lowest plant up to man, was built up o 
aimilar cells, We now began to understand how plants 
grew, how they absorbed and assimilated their f 
Yow the process of fertilisation was effected, an 
thow the fertilised germ developed into an embryo plant. 
‘The physiology of animal life was also studied with the 
most fruitful results. It was found that the air swarmed 
with countless forms of animal and plant life ; that these 
minute beings inhabited our stomach, our liver, our lungs, 
and other organs ; that they were carried by the blood to 
all parts of the body, and dwelt in our very brain. Then 
was discovered the important part taken by these o: i 
in fermentation, in the process of decay, in the production 
of disease, and in its cure, The work of Pastour, Koch, 

i , and others, is producing results of the highest 
value to the world, and it seems likely tbat the microscope 
will do more to relieve suffering and lengthen life than 
any other instrument of research. 


1164. Which Pioce of Furniture now in Existence is 
Known to have the Longest Authentic History? 


Recent Egyptian excavations have resulted in the 
recovery of many relics of the past, such as mummies 
of ancient Egyptians, jewellery, embroidery, crewel-work, 
and mechanical to Among them was found a dilapi- 
dated throne, or chair, made of lignum vite, judging by 
its The carved legs of this ancient bit of 
furniture are inlaid with gold, while the carving on the 
back is inlaid with silver. It is at present in the British 
Museum, and there is evidence to show that it was the 
throne of the once famous Egyptian Queen Hatasu, who, 
for a timo, reigned with her brother Thothmes II. This 
gives us an indication of the age of what is most certainly 
the oldest known piece of furniture now in existence. 
Hatasa ended her reign twenty-nine yoars before Moses 
was born, the chair, therefore, is not leas than 3,500 
yearsold. To form some estimate of its age we may 
say, that seeing that the common date for the foundation 
of Rome is B.0. 752, this ancient throne was at that time 
vearly a thousand years old. 


165. By what Means was the Yelocity of Light First 
Calculated ? 


In the years 1675 and 1676 Roemor,s Danish astro- 
nomer at the Paris Observatory, discovered that the 
occultation of one of Jupiter's satellites, i.c., the passing 
of the moon behind the body of the planet, occurred a 
little over sixteen minutes later than it should have done 
according to calculations based on observations taken six 
months previously. In the correct explanation of this 
error lay the key to the discovery of the velocity of light 
and the disproof of the previous popular belief that light 
instantly pervades space. Roemer found that when the

disease, and also cause one-fourth of all the deaths in the 
world. Thus for general susceptibility to disease the 
lungs stand easily first.

1169. How is the Atmosphere Kept Pure? 


The principal impurities in atmospheric air are derived 
from expiration of animals, decay of animal and vege- 
table matter, combustion of fuel, and volcanic products, 
The results of these take the form chiefly of carbonie 
acid, ammonia, sulphurous gases, and organisms, living 
and dead, evolved from animal decay. Upon these act as 
purifying agencies—1. The vegetable kingdom, which 
spiits up the carbonic acid, absorbs the carbon, and gives 

oxygen back pure to the air. 2. Rain, snow, aud 
sleet, which dissolve the ammonia and sulphurous gases 
out of the atmosphere, and bring them down in the form 
of diluted acids. 3. Electricity, in the form of lightning 
and gentler di which have a double effect, In 
the first place they transform the ammonia and hydrogen 
compounds into nitric acid, which is dissolved by rain and 
brought down ; and, secondly, lightning condenses oxygen 
to the concentrated and very activo form of ozone, which 
is the deadliest enemy of all floating disease-germs, eta. 
Finally ought to be added the great principle of the 
diffusion of gases, which, instead of permitting gaseous 
impurities to remain concentrated in the spot in whick 
they are generated in quantities sufficient to mzke them 
speedily Fatal, scatters their particles with extreme rapi- 
dity throughout enormous volumes of air, and sv dilutes 
them to harmlessness, and renders them readily amenable 
to the purifying agencies already enumerated.

SOME BIG FIGURES ABOUT RAIL= 
WAYS. 


ALTHOUGH the railways of Great Britain are not in 
actual mileage the largest on earth. yet, from a business 
point of view, they are unquestionably the biggest cou- 
verna in the whole world. 

To begin with, the miieage of the railways of Great 
Britain, taking single, double, or more lines together, at 
the end of the yeuc 1841, reached the total of 19,996 
miles. That is to say, more than cnough permanent way 
to reach thirty times from Dnonet Head to the Land's 
End, and almost cuongh to pnt a girdle round the earth 
at the equacor. Let us commence by comparing two of the 
biggest of the railway companies, the London and North- 
Western Railway and the Great Eastern Railway. ‘The 
former of these makes the bigvest net income of all the 
British railways, while the latter carries by a great many 
the largest number of passengers. 

The Great Eastern Railway own altogether 1,104 miles 
of line, while the London and North-Western Railway cau 
Loast 786 miles more. 

Last year tho Great Eastern Railway carried over 
various portions of their line the enormous number of 
83,952,846 passengers, or more than twice the population 
of Englaud and Wales combined. This means that they 
curry over twenty millions more than any other railway ! 
She London and North-Western Railway come next, 
closely followcd by the Great Westera Railway. . 

At first sight it would appear that the railway which 
is patronized by the greater number of passengers ought 
to make the biggest profit. ‘lus is of course 4 mistake, 
as there are at least two other items which must be taken 
jnto consideration. The first of these is the average 
distance that the passengers are carried, and the second 
the goods traffic, which is an enormous sonrce of income to 
pome companies. 

1 find on working the figures out that the average pas- 
senger (third class), exclusive of season ticket holders, on 
the Great astern Railway travels only fonr miles on a 
journey as compared with the nine miles of the Londun and 

‘orth-Western Ruilway. In the same way the first-class 
passengers on the former line travel nine miles per journey, 
while, on the latter, they average thirty-two miles. Thus, 
it will be observed that, under existing circumstances, 
the Great Fustern Railway want more tban twice the 
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number of third, and nearly four times as many first- 
class passengers as the London and North. Western 
Railway, to obtain the same gross receipta. 

In the course of a year, the North-Western a 
great many more tons of minerals and merchandise toad 
the Great Eastern Railway. Altogether, more than thirty- 
seven million tons passed through their hends during 
1891, while only eight aud a half millions demanded the 
attention of the Great Eastern. This represented a 
ion income of six millions te the former, while the 

tter only made a little over one million and a half. 

The goods and passenger trains on the London and 
North-Western travelled throughout the year a distance 
(exclusive of empty mileage and shunting) of forty-two 
million and a half miles, which would have carried them 
1,770 times round the equatorial circumference of tie 
world, or nearly half way to the sun! 

The Great Eastern Railway cannot lay claim to quite 
such a record, but still their seventeen and a half millions 
is a nice little amount of ground to have run over in the 
course of twelve months. 

Throughont the same year the North-Western received 
from passengers, £3,828,877 ; from goods traffic, nearly 
seven millions, making, with one or two outside sources 
of income, the highly respectable total of £11,794,756. 
This means that £32,342 are paid into the Company's 
hands every day! 

The gross receipts of the Great Eastern Railway for 
the same time were £4,283,497. Nearly two millions of 
this was taken from the passengers, among whom those 
who patronised the third class were responsible for one 
million and a half. 

Bearing this extraordinary fact in mind, surely the 
third-classers, to say the least of it, deserve just a little 
more attention than they are wont to get—not only on 
this, but other lines, as the proportion is about the same 
throughout. 

As a last comparison between these two companies, we 
will take their net incomes. 

With the Great Eastern, the maintenance of the per- 
manent way, locomotive power, including stationary 
engines, repairs aud renewals, wages, compensation for 
injury, etc., amounts to just under two million and a half 
pounds ; subtracting this from the total traffic receipts, 
we find the net income to be £1,843,907 for last year. 
The London and North-Western made £5,300,140! It is 
hardly possible to realise what au enormous sum this is 
until you think what could be accomplished with such a 
balance at the bank. If every single eoldier iu the British 
army were to be paid £25, the directors anc shareholders 
could still divide among them over twelve thousand 
pounds! 

This article would hardly be complete unless it con- 
tained a few facts about the rolling stocks required by sowe 
of the biggest railway companies. 

Asin nearly all other matters the London and North- 
Western Railway head the list. They own 2,048 locomo- 
tives, and over 5,000 carriages for the conveyance of 
passengers ouly ; altogether, what with trucks, waggons, 
and carriages they find use for 66,697 vebicles. 

Second come the Midland Railway with 2,150 engines 
and a total of neurly 110,00) conveyances of every descrip- 
tion. The great bulk of these were turned out at the 
Company's factories and go there again to be repaired. 

According to the showing of their own superintendent, 
if all their rolliag stock were conpled together in oue 
contiunous line, they would form a passenger train thirty- 
four tiles long, with six miles of engines, and behind 
that a goods train 370 miles long with thirteen miles of 
engines, making the complete iength of their rolling stock 
reach 404 milea, or about the distance from London to 
Fdinburgh. 

The Great Eastern comes next, with 1,660 engines and 
over 50,00U other vehicles. 

The railways of the United Kingdom pay, oo an 
average throughout the year, 453 ts, 8d. every hour of 
the day and night in compeusation, which represents a 
good deal over half a million a year. No less than sixty 
per cent. of this is fur damaye to passengers ; iurty per 
cent. for goods. 

Altogether there are 205 railway companies in England 
aod Wales, many of which are, however, worked by 
bigger lines, and rome of which, runuing independently, 
possess only one engine and two or three carriages. 

The total number of miles travelled by all the pas- 
senger and goods trains in the course of the year 1891, ia 
Englaud aud Wales alone, was 270,192,062, or a great 
deal further than three times the distance between the 
earth und the sun! This means that 514 miles ure 
travelled over every second of the day and night. 

All these companies collectively own 14,314 engines, 
and vehicles up to 470,072 to be truudled about by the 
said locomotives. Amoug all those engines are included 
about fourteen with elociricity os their motive power. 
Apparently we haven't done with steam yet! 

Finally, it is satisfactory to find that the financial state 
of the railways in Fugland continues to have a very 
cheerful aspect. 

The net receipts of all the companies amounted to 
£51,088,054, or enough, should the owuers feel generously 
disposed, to put twenty shillings in the pocket of every 
man, woman, aud child among the inhabitants of England 
and Wales! When they had performed this charitable 
deed, they could still divide amongst themselves the com- 
fortable balance of over £5,000,000! 

The public owes a great deal to the railway companies, 
and the companies have the debt amply repaid.

WOMEN NIHILISTS. 


In Rassia, women have become the most daring enemies 
of despotism. They invariably belong to the most intelli 
gent and cultivated classes. 

Russia would have the rest of the world believe that 
Nihilism has become extinct throughout the empire. 
What the organs of the Government declare and what the 
actions of the people prove, are two facts difficult to 
reconcile. ho strong has the movement now grown, that 
high-born dames do not hesitate to descend from their 
lofty estate to sasist the peasant mother in the care of her 
little home, aud at the same time instil into her dull 
intellect something of the same spirit which inspired her 
noble sacrifice in frevdom’s cause, 

Of this class was the nobly-born and highly-gifted 
Alexandra Khorjevskaya, who did such good work for the 
cause in the Province of Fieff. Her great beauty and 
genial manners won all hearts to her, and ahe was enabled 
to carry on her work unsuspected for several years. She 
even penetrated into the pulice eanctums of the cities 
she visited, aud by this means she obtained much valuable 
information, and many times saved her co-workers from 
arrest and imprisonment.

That Nihilism is not dead in 
Russia, a retrospect of the last two years will plainly 
show; for during that time the wholesale arrest of 
students has many times occurred.

BALLS THAT ARE ALIVE. 


Upon nearly beast, bird, and fish which exists , 
ha: tace Gf this easth. poare fn fe'ais which surrounds . 
or dwells in the depths of the ocean, Nature has bLesto-vej 
both means of offence and defence against man ang 
against other animals. 

As a rule, certain modes of defence uy 
restricted to each individual species ; for example, the u., 
of teeth and talons is almost romper confined tu car 
nivorons animals, while a member the snake family 
understands no method ee attack grees that of using 
ita venomous or of encircling an to dearn 
the victim ith Te ites air eee foie nal tu 
those living things which are endowed with means of bot, 
giving and taking, there are a small namber which, thoucu 
perfectly inoffensive, possess the faculty of defeniry 
their bodies against all comers. 

We have not far to go in order to procure an excciier; 
specimen of this sort of animal, for hedgehogs are to be 
met with in almost every field and country lane. 

There is an extraordinary animal known as the Thile:- 
ian Sun-bear, which inhabits the Himalayas. Ite size i, 

uite equal to that of the bear which frequents the Ruck y 

ountains of America, while, in addition to the hugy:iy 
propensities characteristic of the paw-sucking family, i: 
will, when hard preased, form itself into « complete g!y)5 
and roll down the mountain side out of reach of its 
oe Then it will unroll 8 ee and walk urcon 
cernedly away, apparently none the worse for its rayia 
transit from Balt to dale. . 

It is a fact beyond dispute that in the ordinary course 
of Nature the strong prey upon the weak, and the stronger 
upon the strong ; in other words, the process of the de. 
stroyer destroyed is being continually carried out. 

This being the case, it is only to be expccted that, si 
Nature has placed upon this earth au insect like the 
white ant, which to many seems to exist simply as a 
torment to mankind, she should produce another living 
thing to act asa destroyer of this plague. There area 
number of ant-eating animals in different parts of the 
world, but we have only to deal at present with thors 
which are enabled to form themselves into perfect bai's 
when they desire to do so, 

The most numerous family of this genus is that known 
as the Echidna, or White-ant Eater of Australia. The 
snout of this creature is nearly six inches in length, aud 
from it the tongue, which bears a close resemblance to » 
red earth-worm, is thrust into the ants’ nest, and with 
drawn when covered with insects to the satisfaction of ita 

r. 

Tho Phatagin is an inhabitant of South America. ‘I'be 
grey, shield-shaped scales with which the upper part «i 
its body is protected are harmless-looking enough in tin 
of peace, but on the approach of danger the Phatu; . 
throws itself on ita back, places its head between the {.: : 
paws, and curls up the tail as far as the neck. 

When this is done the point of each individual scale js 
raised, so that the ball ix, as it were, covered with sharp 
short needle-points, which will penctrate the skin cf a 
man’s hand or puncture the snout of a too iaqnisit:7. 
animal. 

A funny little fellow is the Koala, or Australian nitive 
bear. He is covered with a lung grey fur, and is searevly 
bigger than the ordinary cat of our hearths, reveindliug 
that animal, too, in his gentle aud playful dispositicu, 
He can inflict no more serious injury than a compara 
tively harmless scratch or bite, but, fortunately for hia 
self, is constructed in such a fashion that by a razid 
movement he becomes at will a compiete ball of 
coloured far. 

The Apara, or Matoca, a most curious species vi ihe 
armadillo, is to be found in fairly large nuinberz oa tho 
Pampas of South America. It is protected by a hard, 
horny substance, similar to that covering the torioies, 
with the difference that the coat, instead of consisiing uz 
one whole piece over the back of the animal, is divided iu 
the middle by three bands of tough hide, thus aliow.cg 
the creature to bend freely. 

When attacked, the Apara rolls itself np completely iu 
its shell, which is impervious alike to the band of us 
aud the teeth of voracious animals. 

There are one or two fish which are enabled to assure 
epberiont form whenever they dosire to do so, and of tiese 
the best known imen is, perhaps, the appropriaic:y 
named Balloon Fish. Naturally, this creature caur. 
roll itself up after the fashion of the ball-making avims's 
on land; it simply inflates itself with air, and, aa t!.o 
skin is of an elastic nature, the fish speedily becomes fu i 
or five times its natural size. 

This peculiarity is possessed alao by the Sea Hedechiog. 
When this curious fish distends its body, the Jong nmeedie- 
like spines with which it is covered project in all direc 
tions, forming a formidable array of sbarp points, frou 
which its antagonists are usually prudent enough two beep 
ata — distance. 

The Mullingong of Australia is an amphibions auimal, 
and althou hits lengih seldom exceeds tw eilly inches. "% 
has excite more interest than many quadrupeda vu! a 
hundred times ita size, on account of its peculiar shape 
and singular habits, among which is that of roliing itxelt 
up. 

In order to take the form of a ball, the little fellow 
places his fore-paws under his beak, bends his bead 
downwards, and crosses his hind-paws over his mandibles; 
then his tail is curled up so as to render the projecting 
paws invisible, and the transformation is complete.

’ FISH WITH LUNGS. 


_ Tuere are few more interesting inhabitants of earth 
in the eyes of scientists than the ceratodus, a rare fish, 
now found only in two rivers in Australia, although in 
long past times, os its remains in the rocks show, it in- 
habited Europe and other countries, There are two other 
rare fishes related to the ceratodus, one of which, the 
lepidosiren, has been discovered only in the Amazon, while 
ee other, the protopterus, is not known outside of tropical 

Tica. 

Tho special interest in these fishes arises from the fact 
that they possess lungs as well as gills and consequently 
appear to represent an intermediate condition of life 
between the fish and the amphibian. They are sometimes 
described as one of the “ missing links” in zoological 
history. 

‘lhe ceratodus enjoys the distinction of having received 
a name through the discovery of the fossil romains of its 
ancestors beforo it was known that any representatives of 
its race were still livinggupon the earth. 

This strange animal*is said to deposit its eggs upon 
weeds growing in the Burnett and Mary rivers in Quecns- 
land ; and recently Professor W. Baldwin Spencer, of 
Victoria, made a long journey in Queensland in search of 
some of these eggs. 

Though he did not find them, he did learn some in- 
teresting facts about the animal. 

It is a big fish, he says, sometimes attaining a length of 
teu feet or more, and it is not good for food, as has been 
reported. Although it is furnished with a lung for 
breathing, it does not voluntarily leave the water, and if 
it gets out of the water it is practically helpless. In a few 
hours after being removed from the river it perishes 
unless it iskept damp, The great use of its lungs seems 
to be to enablo the ceratodus to live by breathing air 
without quitting the water entirely.

OUR VOLUNTEER CAYALRY. 


Tue Yeomaury, as the volunteer cavalry of Britain are 
designated, form a very valuable appendage to the regular 
standing army of these isles. 

They were first organised after the terrible struggle 
with revolutionary France, and originally the troops were 
copstituted entirely of country gentlemen, and the 
yeomen or small country farmers. 

Nowadays, however, thero are no such distinctions, 
and in the ranks may be found many mon from among 
the inhabitants of our largo towns. Men not only of 
leisure, but hard-working meu of business, Men like the 
well-known Mr. A. W. Desi of paper fame. The greater 
part of these, 24 well as of the country gentlemen who 
join at the present time, enlist rather for the sake of 
relaxation or occupation than from any patriotic motives. 

Be this us it may, however, it must be owned that since 
the date of itu primary organisation there has never been 
a finer or better-trained set of men among the members 
of the Yeomanry than can be found to-day. 

Thero is little doubt that should an occasion arise for 
the display of their prowess they would be ready toa 
man to answer the trumpet call. They would enter the 
field of battle with equal determination and with the 
same cheerfulness and order as they charge hay-stacks 
and take furze bushes prisoners in their annual sham 
fights, and the other equally exciting manoeuvres that they 
execute in such highly awe-inspiring fashion. 

‘he Yeomanry have a further use beyond that of their 
brothers, the volunteer infantry. For this reason. Not 
only are they depended upon for the defence of our 
beartlis and homes in case of an invasion of some foreign 
power, but they are alsv liable to be called oat in aid of 
the civil authozitics. 

There seems to bea pretty general impression about 
that a man must be rich to enliat in the Yeomanry. This 
13 an utter fallacy. It is by uo means an expensive 
amusement. Ofcourse the men must be sufficiently well 
off to. hire. if they do not already own horses, but beyond 
inis expenditure there is in reality but little to come out 
of their pockets. : 

Throughout the year the men have to undergo ten 
days’ training, for which occupation of their time her 
Majesty's Government presents £3 10s, to each of them. 
This certainly is not very much, but then the necessary 
expenses do not greatly exceed the pay.

Therefore it will be seen that about £4, in addition to 
tho pay, would cover all the absolutely compulsory ex- 


nses. ‘There are naturally one or two little extras that 

ve to be paid for. Taking these also into consideration, 
& nimble tiver would be amply sufficient to see an 
ordinary yeoman through. If he had to bire a horse, the 
cost of this must of course be added, Many yeomen 
doubtleas get rid of a grest deal more than this, but 
luxuries need not be taken into consideration. Yeomen 
also receive an annual allowance for clothing so that 
altogether it is, comparatively speaking, a perfectly inex- 
pensive occupation. 

Bearing this in mind it is curious that a greater number 
of men do not enlist in the Yeomanry. However, as a 
matter of fact, there has been if anything a decrease 
rather than increase of late years. Why this should be 
it is impossible to say. 

Taking them altogether the various regiments of 
volunteer cavalry are a remarkably fine set of men, 
coming very near the standard of the regulars. Britain 
may justly boast of the efficiency of her Yeomanry, and 
thia she docs !

THE DANGERS OF DUST. 


Tur dust of our public streets is really matter endowed 
with infcctious properties The germs of malignant 
disoase aro to be found in the filth we tread beneath our 
feet. The bacilli of tuberculosis will live on a pavement 
or in a gutter fur three months; of typhoid a month ; of 
cholera twenty days; of diphtheria fifteen days. 

Doctors bave asserted that these parasites perish 
rapidly, when thus exposed to the atmosphere, but the 
above facts, collated from eminent scientific sources, com- 
pletely refute their statement. And it should be observed 
that these street infections are daily and hourly renewed. 

It is a phenomenon which seems to authenticate this 
view that our easterly winds, which pulverise and scatter 
street dust in all directions, constantly bring with them 
catarrh, broncbitis, pneumonia, and influenza. The latter 
alwats increased when the gales blew from this direction, 
and there was a corresponding decrease after rainy squalls 
from the west. 

How, then, can we best diminish the dangers of dust ? 
An imperative demand upon common sense is that all 

rocesecs which tend to disturb it, and cause people to 
inhale it or bear it away upon their clothes should be at 
once ended. ‘The fashion of wearing dresses that serve 
as atreet brooma is worthy of nothing but condemnation. 

It simply onds in placing upon a person's lungs that 
which should disappear down the nearest sewer. The 
game applies to our present methods of street sanitation. 

Streeta sheuld be washed down with water, and water 
rendered antiseptic by some inexpensive infusion. It is 
time to take a bolder flight in these directions. Infectious 
maladies have recently had a greater hold than for several 


years past. And these observations attack a great source 
of public danger. e

ROLFE’S ROCK. 


Some time in tho spring of 1808 Captain Benjamin 
Rolfe, ono of the early settlers of Romford, Maine 
(U.S.A.), had occasion to cross the Androscoggin River 
just above the Romford Falls, It was a busy season with 
him and on that account he postponed his errand—a 
visit to the blacksmith’s shop on the opposite bank—till 
towards night. 

When he was ready to start, the man in charge of the 
big timber-and-plank fercy-boat was absent, and the 
captain, who had most likely done the same thing before, 
drove his horse on board and went over by himself, pro- 
atl the boat by means of the single oar or scull. 

jle the smith was doing his work the captain paid a 
visit to the grocery, where he “ indulged ina social glass 
or two,” and it was after dark when he was ready to cross 
the river. 

The evening was both cloudy and foggy, and partly for 
that reason, partly, we may suppose, on account of some 
confusion of mind resulting from his eee he found 
it hard to keep ao straight course. ile he plied the 
oar, the strong current was carrying him imperceptibly 
towards the falls. 

Ho heard a rouring of troubled waters, but suspected 
nothing until all st once the suction of the falls took bis 
boat as if it had been an egg-shell, and dashed it aguinst 
a rock which projected above the water in the middle of 
the river at the very head of the falla, The concussion 
threw him out upon the rock, and the next moment the 
boat ewung round and was carried over. 

Mr. Kolfe sat down upon his narrow rock, and took in 
the situation. Tho thunder of the waters made it im- 

ible for him to be heard by anyone on ahore. At the 
bak he must remain where he was until daybreak. Mean_ 
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while a drenching rain was falling, which added to his dis- 
comfort. From tet o’clock in the evening till ten o’clook 
the next forenoon he sat or stood upon tho rock, the 
rising water all the while encroaching upon it till there 
was httle more than room for his feet. 

Would his friends be able to rescue him, even by day 
light? ‘That was the question that tortured him. In the 
morning his absence became known throughout the little 
neighbourhood. The ferry-boat was missing ; doubtlees 
it had gone over the falls, and Captain Rolfe with it, 
Men were just making ready to search the river below for 
the dead body, when someone descried the outlines ofa 
human figure suveloped in mist, and standing upon the 
rock in the middle of the river. 

The whole community gathered upon the bank, eagerly 
discussing plans for # rescue. First they procured a bost, 
and by means of ropes on each side of the river, let 1% 
down to him; but no sooner did it come to the draught 
of the falls than it rushed by and was dashed in pieces, 
Next they tried a light board canoe, but this met with 
the same fate. ' : 

Finally, they succeeded in getting a rope to the prisoner, 
who by this time must have been pretty well disco 
though he is described as a man of great energy an 
remarkable physical strength. He made the rope fast 
round his body and under his arms, aud coolly stepped 
into the river. The mon on shore ran up stream and 
brought him safely to the bank. 

The moment he set foot on shore he called for a chew 
of tobacco, saying “ he had lodged at a mighty poor tavern 
where they had neither rum nor tobacco.”
